The wliulu I'ormi a /.i^/.ajj; c n:r.'iO tbrongh the 
lower part of '.he sluice. Gol.l wio^hs nine- 
teen limes inoic that water, bulk (or bulk 
and tbeiufure the particles move slowly iu the 
sluice, and usually on the bottom, so that in 
my staiee tbey follovv the zigziig ebur-^a ol 
the elects, while the dirt and much of the 
gravel lly over them. At the head of the 
siniee 1 bavctiuicUsilver in a little ve^^cl with 
a hole in it, so that the lii|iiid metal escapes 
continually, drop by diop, into the trouyh bo- 
low. Mercury having a epeciliu gravity 
fourteen fiines t;ieater than that of water.can- 
not jump over the elects but iii.ist follow 
their zigzag, ccminj; directly into the [lalh of 
the gold, alinosl every particle of which must 
be overlukcn by the more rapidly moving 
globules of tho quicksilver, and thus an aniai 
gainotion takes place iu many cases before 
reaching the reseivoira (or mercury in Ihc 
' lower aluicc-bo.xea, to which many miners en- 
trust the entire business of cnlching Ihc gold. 
Witliotu pretending lo eriiioizo systems that 
nro different from mine, I shall remark that 
one cymriioii etior in tl'.e making ol s!uici?8 
seems to be in ll.c riuillitude of riffles {elects 
nailed at ri(.;lil aiig!e3 across tho shiiec-box) 
serviiij,' to iiiiprifon the r.i'jreiuy, which is thus 
deprived ol i'.s be.-l ini-ans of action — iiuuiy of 
the particles of ;^u!d being cariied over it by 
r the current of tlio wutor. Tiic u^uul inethoi.t 
of eepainting the mercury from the irold, is lo 
press the iitiiul','uiii in a piece ol liiini clotli 
doubled, v.lieicby most of the quicksilver 
which has entered into the amalgam e.»caj)es. 
The mass reiuuining in the cloth is put into a 
frying pan ond heated, and the inerenry 
pas.«es off in a vnpor, A liltle mercury is lost 
in tills \\■^y, but the loss is so small as not to 
be cared lor now, but the lime will cnir.e 
when tho luioer will be more economical 'I hc 
iiicreury is ijciierally driveii oil in the cabins, 
and over the firo where the eooliin,;' is doni:. 
This appears irnpoitni.t to iiio, for tha mercu- 
ry coiidenECii as siii.n as it ijets cold; and the 
conaoijucnc'o is that it must cullucl aliiHit the 
chimney, ami ■.vhencvi.'r a strong lire is 
made, it is liabli to be volaiili/.ed again, 
thus keeping up a mercurial atinospher,'. Il 
is to such imptudoucc that most of the nume- 
rous cases of 8070 eyes in the mines are to be 
attrifaated. Sore eyes may in many cases, 
however, be doe to the dainpncss of the 
raonotttin oir at certain sea.-oud of the year, 
but these cases will always readily yield to 
judieioca trnattncnt.

'"ho "Times" on Cariboo. 

In u rrcoiM niiinbcr of the Iviiiilon Times 
there i.i ii vui-y ft■n^iblL' article ou the pursuit 
of gold iiiinini; in generul, with a piirtieular 
applicutiaii to Uritiuli Columbia. The article 
is evidenily written on account of the com- 
plaints wliicli it appears have been made 
against the corrcppuudeiit of that jourital on 
thiseoast. Nunihci'.s of those who have come 
ottt thij ye;ir from Eii;;l;ind, not haviiii,' real- 
i/ad thi! r:ipicl forluiies which their excited 
imaginations aiilicipulcd, have written homo 
letters.cursing the country and brpai bin;; ven- 
geance on the devoted bead of the unfortu- 
, nale wight who hroughi gold fiohlH to their 
. minds. " A brother of one of them, writin{r 
to Uio iWoniiH(/ S/arir.ioti what ho consider.* 
'■ tbo "disgraceful conduct oi the Times' cor- 
respondent" with regard to British Coluiubiu. 
quotea fioni his rehilivu's letter as follow« : 
Oat of about GOOO who went with us to the 
gold fields, not one of them Rol a claim ; fo 
that wo had to return to Victoria and work 
on the roads, or carry timber," elo. " There 
are hundred.-! here who declare tlial the fir.~t 
time tho 2V)yics' correspondent crosses theii 
path ihey u ill lot daylight tiiroiigh liini." Ttie 
'limes, in tho arlicln we have ju&t referred to. 
put the question very (airly. It takes British 
Columbia, as a new country, as habitable as 
^'Britain was in its earliest days, a cornjiata- 
tive wilderness, without roads. Any man 
ol reflection would sec at once what a 
difBcult mutter it would be to travel 
nmo four or five hundred miles in a cunnlry 
of this descrijilion, no matter how iiivilirr;; 
Iho cliiuatc. Such beiu^ the case, it would 
naturally strike one that it would be still more 
difficult to transport the necessary supply of 
food for the large body of men that usually 
congregate in gold digiiirigs. Here, then, i.- 
tiie whole cause of the disappointment of a 
number of tlio-e who oaine out (liiriiii; the past 
year. Tlie Timcs^ correspondent did nut put 
sufficient stress upon the unfavurablo side of 
tho picture. Ho painted tlio whole in too 
glowing colors — though as far ns be went ho 
adhered to the truth as nearly as could be 
expected. Ilu left it to a man's common 
Fensc to weifih l!ie difiieuliie.s of the case. 
'I'hat those diflieultico were, and, in many re. 
ppr^is sliU are yreat, imli.'cly can ileny ; they 
exist ill nil gold fields, l ut perhaps in ii greikter 
degree in British Colombia than elfewhere. 
But if the diOTiealtics are great, so is the re- 
ward to those who are so fortuniitc as to win 
' it. There is no denyinp that the mines ol 
Cariboo, so far as lliey havu been opened, are 
among the richest, if not tlio richest in the 
world. This faci is now beyond dispute. To 
bo sure, tho labor in opening them is very 
great — iho suniiner scaton is short, and tbo 
price of provisions has hilberlo been exorbi- 
tant ; but the latter slate of things' cannot la.st 
much lon^jer. 'I'his las', summer and hdl have 
seen the com [ileiiiiii of .«(iuiti lour huiulreil and 
thirty miles of the reule by water ami uaijmi 
road. By t!.c iniildleof next summer, the whole 
distanei? to the heart ol tlic- iniues, .vill doubt- 
less be tinished. Then we may expect to see 
provisions at a price that will enable men of 
moderuiu means to try their furtunc with 
seine better chance of success. Many of the 
^rent nuniber of thnso who went up last year 
were, comparatively ,'-])eakiri;;, willmui tl.C 
means ol lisint; more than u few weeks in the 
mines. How, then, could thejr expect* any 
great results (mm their lo,bora? Olhera who 
had means, went too. carlv> and exhausted 
them unavailingly, ere the best time for 
working came round. Those who had every 
advaiiluge and still were unsuccessful, e.xpc- 
riciiced nothing? more than wlmt is the case 
in all ;.olil mines, The statement of the 
writer (piotcd in the Moriiiny Star, of the 
number of those who came down without a 
single claim, is of course, culdnlatei] lo mis- 
lend. It is a well-known fact that any quan- 
tity of claims on ground now known to be 
rich, could be bail for locaiin!.' them even till 
late in September ; but Ironi the hiyli piici- 
of iirov'sioiis, they were lelt vacant until some 
rich strike.-* proved the i.\.uc of the groun.l 
to a cerlaiiily. Tlio piiiicipal cause of the 
non-sneces.s, ilicn, of those who went up this 
year, w as the high price of provisions, caused 
by the great distance of the diggings from 
Iho points of supply, and the want of propi r 
means of transit between these poinl.s. As 
we remarked above, the latter cause is now 
in great part obviatcil, so that the eflecl muf.1 
Cease. Jj'esiiiis, the liOn-success in the gold 
diggings of many of ihoso who camo out this 
year, which the facts we have just alluded to 
apart Irom tho inexperience of the men them- 
selves, would in a great measure aeuomil (or, 
numberless complaints havt; been leveled 
against the cuuntry, it; climate, its soil, and 
its condition. 

'J'o Piioh toprefeutatinus wc would say that 
those colonies are ntilher a paradise nor a 
de.«erf. Ajiart from their gold mines, they 
;ar.o no better and uo worse than large poriioriN 
of Europe once were, which are now the 
homes of largo popuhili' iis. They are still 
fnr the most iiait in a state of nature. '1 hex 
require the band of man for their devclop- 
iiieut. To those who fear not lo battle with 
tho difiicullies which beset the path of a set 
tier in any new country, they present a fair 
field for exertion, and will not fail lo yield an 
•ample reward. As tho writer in the Timu 
well remarks, " An emigrant to a new conn 
iry must necessarily ho prepared for a roii;;h 
life, II he is not fit fi r a roii^h lile — if he is 
not 111 for manual labor, or able to ciidur' 
privations, Im hud better Stay at home. All 
that he can demand in such a case is that tl e 
difTiculties shall be Ihoso of a new counir) 
only, nnd not he uggriivaied by the deadlj 
iiillnei ci^ ol .1 climalo.

( Coiuinued.) 

R Cranforcl oontiuued — The jory at Lillooei 
gave a verdict against mo and iny b. other for 
.Mr. Wtight's freight account. I was put in 
prison at tho eoinm'enooinent of that suit. 
My brother, then actin;!; as my clerk, was 
dragged down from Williams Creek and also 
put°in prison. This was done on an aflidavit 
of Mr. Wriirlit. as follow? : 

''I, G. B.Wriglit, mako oath and say:— 
That the dofenduuts, 11. and J. ( ,'r;.iirc,rd. are 
indebted to mu iu the sum of £1,7I'J Ifn. 3.1. 
for goods sold and delivered to them, tho de- 
femfants, by mo." I caused a writ of summons 
lo be issued, &c. 

Mr. WHght's acojuni against ma wa.i for 
freight, not " gotdJ sold and delivered," as 
sworn to; a small portion of it was; When 
I referred to thi8,ai Lillooct tfial,ttnd insisted 
that Mr. Wright had made a false oath in 
this nliidavii on which we wcro arrested, tho 
Jiiilge said to mo : " Sheaves of adidavita are 
made in this coumry by persons who never 
read them. Men were in the habit of doing 
so, and no doubt Mr. Wrighl has not read 
this, and you can hardly impute a fube oath 
to him in this uffiir ;" or words lo that effect. 

Here counsel threw up their hands. ■ 

Mr. Uing — '-Surely the judge could not have 
said this ; are you not mistulten ?" 

Witness — No; I was astonisbed at tho re- 
marl;. 

During this stalcniGnt great excitement 
prevailed in the coartrooni. Tiio .Jii.lgo 
covered his face with his hands and was si- 
lent. 

My brother and I have been in prison 
for nearly three months ; all my goods weru 
in .Mr. Wright's possession on or before the 
■2r)tli of .June, at Douglas; my goods ought 
to have arrived at l/illooet on the Ith of July. 

I did not receive any for some time alter 
this ; th.; bulk of ihe goods did nnl reach me 
till the latter end of .-Vngnst. when the season 
was over ; some have never reached me yet ; 
Mr. Wright recovered his freight on them by 
the Lillooct judgment. At that triid lie pro- 
duced his books they were allertil by big 
orilers shortly before, tho trial ; the oiitries in 
the day- book were all to " R. Craidord, jr.'" ; 
Ihe ledger had been so lo. When altered it 
read " Dr, J. & R- Craoford.jr. Cr— " d k" 
had becti inserted. Tho \iu\ok wav Cr.mfonl 
R. & J."-— 'and" & J'' had been inserted, 
23rd of July Mr. Wright's firm at Eillooet 
received a largo qtianlity o( flour; I recig- 
nized fomo of the flour to be mine; my niark 
'-'II C" iu a diamond was obliterated and a 
"'U'"pul over it, J accu-ed ilawltes, Mr. 
Wright's clerk, of taking my ll:iur. lie said 
lo lloiitooii, another of Wright's clerk's, 
Cranlord has recogni'/.ed his flour. The flour 
was taken into their store ; 1 diil not get it. 
Some 8 or iO packages bure the laaik ; tlioy 
were on the street. They olV..'r/Ml no e.^jduna- 
lion; Mr. Wright gave no e.tplanalion at tho 
Lillopot trial, Mr. Huntoon said at that 
trial, that they olten bought other brand.s ; 
the bags were clean 6i)d not moiniui. I went 
over tho road in SO hours j it was good then. 
'Ihc wagons were all running. 

Before I sent my brother back I sent one 
Charles Foreman liack to look alter the goods ; 
I paid him about S8-1, 1 think ; when 1 re- 
ceived fuliicient goods lo make up a cargo, I 
sent them forward to Williams ek; -J-lliirds 
did not arrive at Lillocet till it was too late 
10 forward then), prices at Lillooiit had fal- 
len very much— below coat. Jiy eontract 
with 0. B. Wright has proved rnincijs f.) mo. 
Mr. Wright staled on oath at Lillooet that he 
had altered hi.s memoraodum of a^reoinent on 
the same day that it was made -in my store, 
1 think. The uQiJavil on which he arrested 
my In-other and myself was untrue on its 
face; ji hud HP clause that wo were going to 
leave the cou.itry. I made an allidavit at 
that time that 1 owed Wrijjht nothing; 1 
based the .statement on the fact that nothing 
was due till fiO days after dolivcry,aud added 
the price of goods lost, stolen, or damaged. 
WitDess then g;ive prices cnriont when the 
good's oiijjhl !" h:ivc arrived at l.illuoot and 
whi-n they did, adding these deprecial.d 
prices are higher by •2i) per eeiii- llian wuuld 
have been realized under the hammer. 1 hero 
wore several pack trains at Lillooet v,-ailing for 
cargoes for the mines about the liili of ol July, 
when my goods ought to have arrived lieight.s 
were low— say -15 or i^O ci;nt3 per pound. 
When inv goods oamo freights rose lo (ii) 
cents per'pouud. I detaiued ono train (Mr. 
Haskill's) for some liin-, pxpeding my goods 
to arrive daily, lie tuolf another eogage- 
nienl, as 1 had no goods up then. Thoro were 
over two hundred aninm|s waiting Ihc-ii. 
About tlm IDth of July I got .some ol my 
goods and pive a cargo to Luitlhemaii ,t 
Wells, at 00 cents. They delivordd goods at 
tho mines within 30 days. When ihcy re- 
turned it was too lato to" give them another.

All ml .-iioOO or .^dOi) worth ol'^oml- 
wero sold at Lillooet. lieini; i lilijiid to slay 
I had to sell. 1 filed a pi lilion in baiikrnpc- 
cy. AVas not informed that 1 could obtain a 
discharge from custody. reti!io;i was filed to 
save the goods fiom iny creditors, as 1 coiudd- 
ored Wright's claim a most unjust one. I was 
transferred from Lillooei jail to New Wesi- 
niinsrci- jail. 'I'ho Deputy aheriff-_BoW. made 
me pay, besides ray own ttijd' brotlief's e.\- 
pen-ics, those ot a special constable, us well 
as part of hi.s own (Mr. U.'k) though ho came 
ilown in charge of criminals, aud, as 1 sup 
poseil, at the e.'cpcns-; of tjovornment.
